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25X1 i ee meeting of tho commandants of the paranilitary 
achools was Flin at the headquarters of the "Vervaltung fir 
Schulung bei der DVdI", In addition to ths commandants thonselves, General 
Fetrakoveky was present, as well as Chicf Inapector “Willy Zaissor and In- 
spsctors Usitseh® (successor to Hermann Rentesch as chief of the paranilitary 
role?) Zorn (in charge of AbtedIuno Inspektion), and Hans ‘ulz (in charee 

training). Tho discussion covered a number of topics, including the statua 

of the schools, the results of a recent inspeqtion trip by Zorn, training 
methods, personne] miliey, the enforcement of the disciplinary code, furlouchs, 
and the economical administration of the schools. 


2. An introductory talk ms made by Zaisser, He declared that the insistence 
of the Allied Nich Commissioners upon reserving tho final decision on the 
trade treaty between the eastern and western zones signifies that the Allies 
themselves consider East Germany a foroirpn state, and that this in affect con 
firms the final split vet veen East and ‘lest. The creation of the East Gorman 
state was a necensary corollary of this development. Ho said that it is incum- 
bent upon the political parties to mace increasing efforts to render the Na- 
tional Front an effective inatrument, and that ali ronsible concessions will 
have to be rade in furtherin® this ond. Applying this principle to police 
affairs, ho rointed out that it is imrortant not to represent the police forces 
as an instrument of the SED. An illustration of this poliey vas a recent occur 
rence in Saxony, where sone nembera of the paranilitiury police applied for ad- 
mission to the CDU in order to nrovoke dismissal from the force; in line with 
the National Front policy they sere retained. 


3. Zalaser rerarked that the croation of a sovereion Sast Gorman state vill result 
in the reduction of Soviet representatives to mare coutrol orvann. The Soviet 
officers attached to the agchools are to be refinied 28 such contrwl orang. 

Their prasence should be thouvhtof as synbolizin” the clone friendship betucen 
the Soviat Army and the Feople's Police. In this connection, an unequivocal di- 
recbive has been iceued statins that no lecal interfcrence in paramilitary 
affairs will bo tolernteds Soviet officials ara to be admitted to the various 
installations only with opeeial ersdentials sienad by General Petrakovsky. 
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gaissor was very emphdlae ndemnine ‘axity in discipline. He criticized 
‘ane habit of addressing suporiors as "Cor:ade", and pointed out that this 
practice had long since baen discarded 1 the Soviet Union and the satellite 
countrias. 


Tt was brought out at the meeting that fc. purposes of SED control the Verwal- 
tung fiir Schulung is considered as an SED iirectorate on a level with the 
Landesleitungen, directly under the SED Cuitral Secretariat. Thus the SED 

state organizations hive fo authority over varamilitary personnel within 

their territorial jurladictions; the zonal r lice may be said to form a seventh 
landesleitung. It hes suldivisiona 7A for .cgular police personnel and 7B 

for paramilitary pervonne(. The chairman 11 7B is Ciief Inspector (fma) DB8lling, 
uno 4s first deputy to Zalsser in charge of Politkuitvr personnel. Youth affairs 
are under (fm) Mo-renste:ns personnel of tha Veralturg fiir Schulung are forbidden 
to join organizat‘ons likv the FDJ, and 73 will include branches of such 
organizations.

The state of housing and equipment is extremely poor and there is no inmediate 
prospect of improvements; the men's morale is largely determined by material 
factors. The rigors of the training schedule and the infroquency of furloughs
